WW Hereas we are entred inthispreſent Engagement, thaf 


our reall intentions may not be miſiudged , but the in-, 


tegrity and candor of them may be. apparent to the 

whole Kingdom, we have thought it neceſſary to publiſh this De- 

. Claration, together with the Reaſons and Grounds of our preſent 

Ations , and what we only aime at, or expe from our Endea- 
yours herein. 

And Firſt, we ſhall begin with the Motives that have put ug 
upon this way. Which are , that, after the Forces raiſed by His 
MAIESTIES COMMISSION were diſbanded, and the 
Scoriſh Army marched quietly home to their owne Kingdome, 
and when it might iuſtly have been expe&ted the T WO HO U- 
SES OF PARLIAM EA N T tſhould have proceded ac- 
_— to their many Declarations, towards ſetling R E L I- 
GION, and aſolid and well grounded PEACE : Reſtorin 
the KINGS MAIESTIE to his Throne, juſt Rights, an 
His full Freedoms, and to the Glory and ſplendor of his Royall 
Anceſtors: 

That the QUEEN and PRINCE might have been in- 
vited to return , and all Armies diſbanded , the people eaſed of 

* Exciſe, Free Quarter, and all other intollerable burdens and preſ- 
ſures; yet contrary to their expe&arions, that Schiſmaticall Arm 
( under the Command of Sir Thomas Fairfax ) firſt refuſed to 
diſband, ſeized on the perſon of His Maieſtie againſt his will, car- 
ried himup and down, untill he was forced to flie for his life; and 
ſince that time his ſacred perſon hath been barbaroully , and tray- 
terouſly impriſoned , ind ſuch Bills and Propoſitions offered him 
as would pull down the Glory of the Crown, and leave the 
Subjeas ſo aſhamed, as will tender usa Nation ſeryile and ſcorned 
of the whole World. 

And to theſe Propoſitions, the Kingdom of Scorland were ſo far 
from giving theis conſgny 4 that betory the ſcading ofthem, oy

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made their Proteſtations againſt them , which this whole King- 


deme hath reaſon to lock upun, as an action that manifeſed their 
eminent loyalitie towards His Maicſtie , and that they had right 
regard to the happineſle and peace of this Kingdome., 

is Maicſtie 15, andlong hath been acloſe priſcner, and inhu- 


. mainly denyed that freedome which is allowed to notorious 


Murderers and MaletaRors the comfort of his Loyal Conſort and 


: _ Children, and without the athiftance of His Loyall Subje&s, deſti- 


tute of any hopes of enlargement or reliefe. And certainly it 
thould inflame our Loyaltie herein , knowing what meane reſ- 
peas, nay barbarous violence , hath been offered to his ſacred 
perſon,by the Governour of the }{le of Wight, and yet wee heare 
not that he hath any checks for it, butmuſt believe it were well 
ithe hath not received publique thankes for it : and doubtleſſe 
theſe men have dealt the ſame meaſure to the whole Kingdome , 
there being neither Juſtice nor Law found amongſt us , but all 
our Lives and Eftates being in ths Arbitrary power of ſuch Iu- 
dicatures and Commitrees , as have pony intended the impro- 
ving their Fortuns, & Livelyhoods by un lawfull power to tyran- 
nize over us: And that which they have moſt pretended to be a 
Nolt Me Tangere, PRIVILEDGEoOoftPAR LLIAMENT, they 
have ſo much abuſed and ſuffered to be violated , as no time nor 
ſtory of this Nation can paralell, 

aving thus briefly laid down theſe our inſupportable ſuf- 
ferings which are known to be apparently true, and much more 
numerous then here we expreſſe them, we ſhall now offer what 
may be remedies to theſe great eyils, and what may re inſtate us in 
that happineſſe and glory that formerly we have enioyed, and 
for which we declare , that we are centred into this preſent En-

Theſe are the things that we ſhall perſue, and for theſe ends 
we deſire the afiſtance of all our Fellow Subje&ts,and We profeſſe 
that we ſhall make no diſtin&ion of perſons ,in relation to the 
former differences berwixt the King and the two Houſes , but 
ſhall cordially and cheerfully imbrace their ioyning with us in 
the proſecution of theſe ends , and ſhall endeavour the payement 
of all ſuch Arrears as are due to all thoſe Officers and Souldiers 
on either ſide , as thalljoyn withus : And an AR of Oblivion for 
all Atts done ſince the beginning of the Parliament to all parties. 

Laſtly , we thall give iuſt ſatisfaction to all our fellow 
Subie&s , that we have nottaken Armes without the authority of 
Law , for wee have derivedall Commiſsions from his Highneſſe 
the Prince of Wales, &c. And we ſhall manifeſt toall the World, 
that our Actions ſhall aime at the ow and —_ of this 
miſerable diſtrated Kingdom : And that in proſecution of thig 
War, we will ſeverely puniſh all under our Command , that thall 


uſe any plunder , or offer any violence to thoſe that gives ug 

their afbſtance for ſo pious and iuſt a worke, And we hope 

'that poſſefling our ſelves of the Townes of Barwick and Carliſle, 

will be thought very iuft and —_—— when we doc upon 
e 


great certainty and aſſurances, let the Kingdome know , that if 
our Forces had not ſurprized theſe Townes at that inſtant of 
time , they would have been immediately poſſeſſed by thoſe, 
Who are the troublers of this Kingdomes peace and happinefle,
